McCabe 
indicated that most replies were soacommittal acknowledgments and I 
indicated we had dene the same. fHe did state, however, that Gordon Gray 
added im his raply the point that he did not believe there was lack of 
coordination between Defense and State. McCabe requested that before 
w@ release tne two studies which we are deing for the Jackson Subcarnmittee 
that the matter be discussed with Gordon Gray.
